All through the beck the 
peculiar errors committed by our schoolboys Fave been kept in view. There are severe! chapters 
dealing with Indianisms only. This is a feature of this book to which the attention of the teachers 
is drawn. The Indian student commits certain errors of grammar which are common all over the 
English-speaking world. He also commits certain other errors which are peculiarly his own— 
conditioned by his knowledge of one or more highly developed, expressive and idiomatic Indian 
languages. These errors are hard to eradicate— indeed the young student seldom recognizes 
them as such even when his attention is drawn to them. Anglo-India has produced a vocabulary 
and an idiom which add to the prevailing confusion. " Babu English "— that strange mixture of 
ingenuity, pedantry and fatuity—also contributes its share to the rich store of Indianisms which 
is the heritage cf every school going bcy. We have taken every care to explain the more 
common Indianisms. The subject demands careful treatment.

Note, In this chapter and in the following chapters we have dealt with errors which students in the lower 
classes are not likely to commit. A new series of errors crops up when the students attempt to construct complex 
and compound sentences. The use of big and technical words is another fruitful source of spelling mistakes, 
Errors of punctuation are also to be guarded against. 


We do not, however, mean to say that the teachers should lose sight of the first part of the book altogether 
when they are dealing with the higher classes. There are many simple errors of grammar which will frequently 
make their appearance in the written work of the students of the higher classes. That being the case, the teachers 
should rapidly revise the first part of the book in the higher classes before they pass on to the second part. The 
Interchabters have been added in order to facilitate this work of revision,

ERRORS IN THE USE OF IDIOMS 
Note. Idioms are often misused by our students. This is due to a variety of causes, the commonest 
being an insufficient knowlgdge of the exact meanings of the idioms used. Below we are giving a classified list 


of those idioms which are generally misused.

(7) A bed of roses means a very comfortable situation. This phrase is generally used in the 
sentence) "Life is not a bed of roses’. It is incorrect to use this phrase in any and 
every context. We cannot say ‘Your house is E bed of roses’ or “Your job is a bed 
of roses.’

‘Flesh and blood cannot brook such an insult.’ But we cannot say, ‘He is my brother,
